We are printing to-day an account of a rather unique 
prize which has been offered for competition among the 
students of McGill. The object as expressed by the 
donor is to encourage the art of reading aloud. 

We have often heard it said that good reading is be- 
coming a lost art. Indeed, this is one of the chief 
charges which is made against the students, and even 
against all people, of to-day, by men of culture. The 
tendency in modern life, in reading as in everything else 
is to go too fast. The first natural fault to slip into, 
is to mumble over syllables and rush through a sent- 
ence. 

It is true that among college students there are pre- 
haps few words actually mis-pronounced; but, there are 
fewer students still, who have the ability to take a 
passage of Wordsworth or Carlyle and read it so that 
the full force and meaning is given to every word and 
phrase. It is not oulv dear articulation, but correct 
rhetoric style which will be demanded. 

The subject of reading, as commonly understood, is 
something usually left to the schools to look after; the 
value and need of just such an offer in the University 
will, we feel, be clearly shown at the first contest. 

Apart from the honor of winning Prof. MacNaugh- 
tou's prize, the amount is one that few students would 
decline to accept. We believe that this will prove one 
of the "Lit's" most popular contests. 

In this connection we are glad to note that this year 
many students have availed themselves of the Mock Par- 
liament, Reford Cup Contest, aud other occasions on 
which they might secure practise in oratory.

Restriction on iMcGill Medi- 
cal Men Removed

this University ami of the New York 

State Board, which took < place last 
« cv K , was succt ssful in again plue in £ 
McGill on t*te list ,>t those colleges, 
whose graduates in medicine are per- 
lii Lt t i-tl !.. take ih,. Hoard's examina 
tion. 

Mi. NichelspRj the University Reg- 
istrar when interviewed Uy telephone, 
gave a briel account ol the whole ai 
lair, as follows; 

About six months ago- the New 
York stat" it,, nit made a cbuuge in 
its acquirements for admission to 
practice, These requirements fall in 
to two general classes— college mat 
riciilation requirements, anil quftlltic 
at ic >ns necessary for the degree. 

McGill, i if course, satisfied the lut- 
ter requirements, but in the matter 
of matriculation, Met ; ill ilhi not re 
quire biology for entrance, whereas 
th<- New York State Board Mil re 
quire it. 

Before this could he remedied, the 
I Board dropped McGill and several 
colleges in the States from its list, 
and as a ivsult, our graduates in me- 
dicine were barred. 

Last week, two representatives 

from the Hoard, one of whom was 

Dr. Augustus Darling, met McGill re- 
presentatives and after going into 
the matter thoroughly, made certain 
recommendations to the Faculty, and 
reported results to the Board, 

As a result of this conference, the 
taking into consideration McGill' s 
live-year course, the fact that a four- 
year Course satisfies the State re- 
quirements, ami also the fact lhat it 
would he a ditlicult matter to equip 
many preparatory schools to teach 
biology, the Hoard decided to accept 
McGiU's tirst year course in biology 
as equivalent to matriculation biol- 
ogy. 

This decision, therefore, once more 
puts McGill on the list of the New 
York Board, satisfies those McGill 
sttldints who intend to practice in 
New York, and, what is more impor- 
tant, raises McGill to her former 
high standing in the medical world.
